at Berchtesgaden with Schuschnigg 
saying he had told the Austrian 
chancellor that continued suppres- 
sion of nazi patriots would inevit- 
ably result in revolutionary upris- 
ings which would compel Germany 
to intervene. 


He said he had proposed a way 


out which would lead to gradual in- 
ternal pacification and thus to rec- 
onciliation- not only between Au- 
strians themselves but between the 
two German states. 


"However, I warned him it would 


be my.last attempt," Hitler said. "If 
the Berchtesgaden agreement fail- 
ed, I was determined to safeguard 
the rights of the German people in

THE COMMON MAN'S CHANCE 
An American foreign correspondent 


who has lived for years in the Danubian 
region returned to the United States re- 
cently for a visit. He observes many 
things about this country which the citi- 
zen who has stayed here right along often 
overlooks. Writing in the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor, this observer tells of his 
sharpest impressions on his return. 


First was the fact that this was "every- 


body's America.'" How different peoples 
have come here and, without losing their 
own characteristics entirely, have become 
Americans, seemed to him xo be illustrated 
by the names of men and women who arc 
doing things—mayors, governors, police

But what is the reason for this pov- 


erty in the presence of so much wealth? 


How can we ever abolish poverty un- 


less we understand the causes? 


There are many causes, nearly as many 


as there are beggars. For, although eco- 
nomic conditions may certainly be the 
cause of poverty, there are a high num- 
ber of individual or personal causes. 


Looking over casually but one edition 


of a California newspaper we single out 
some of the causes of California beggars. 
We read: 


•'A group of Los Angeles men, who 


last fall invested in a new Texas oil 
development, on March 10. 1938 got 
word that for every $2400 they invest- 
ed the value is now estimated at not 
less than $250,000, or over $100 for ev- 
ery dollar they invested. That is what 
happens when you hit. Would you 
like to give yourself an opportunity 
to make a fortune like this, easily 
and quickly? 
Don't put it off. We 


know one man who waited too long 
on the opportunity outlined above." 
Passing from the foregoing advertise- 


ment we dip into a whole column of simi- 
lar fakes and buncoes and read: 


"You can win playing the races! I am 


winning S3 to $10 a day on practically 
no capital ever since I came into pos- 
session of the winning secret of one 
of the largest betting syndicates of 
London. England. I want every small 
better to have this information. Be- 
lieve me, it is a lite-saver." - 
Strangely enough we find interlarded 


in the same column the statement that 
"the Keeley Treatment" is the only au- 
thentic and reliable way of curing alco- 
holism. 


America should he ashamed enough of 


the beggars upon its streets to hunt out 
and submerge the cause insofar as it may 
be done away with but America should 
be sufficiently educated to know that the 
fact that those who neither spin nor work 
and yet live well off others are the direct 
cause of the others poverty. 


athletes and all the rest. The names are 
Italian.

The 
individuals are Americans. 


He was impressed further by the fact 


that democracy is operating that the peo- 
ple still run the country and in the main 
do their own governing. 
It is not so in 


Fascist. Nazi and Communist lands. 


Again, the returned American was im- 


pressed—even in this time of recession—• 
by the flood of this world's goods avail- 
able to so many of us, luxuries and con- 
veniences which are entirely missing in 
a large part of Europe and which only 
rulers and the very wealthy even hope to 
have over there. 


He does not deceive himself that Amer- 


ica is anybody's Utopia. There are ser- 
ious wrongs here which must be righted, 
reforms to be started, problems to be 
solved. But they will be accomplished by 
a system that is "giving the common men 
immeasurably more than they ever had 
before." 


PERMANENT RELIEF PLAN 


Cleveland has taken*the first step to- 


ward settling up a long-range relief and 
unemployment program. The labor rela- 
tions committee of the City Council called 
together representative of industry, labor 
and governmental and welfare agencies 
for this purpose. There is action on the 
long obvious—but rarely admitted—fact 
that unemployment and relief are perma- 
nent, not emergency, problems. They may 
grow more severe at times, less severe at 
others, but they do not disappear. They 
existed even in the boom years of 1928-29. 


The group began by listing the factors 


about which more facts must be known if 
a sound policy is to be worked out. 
They 


found they needed to know how many 
persons constitute permanent relief cases; 
why there are thousands unemployed even 
at a prosperity peak; what measures can 
be taken to insure employment for all em- 
ployafaies in good times; what kind of 
care should he provided for various types 
of relief cases; where the money should 
come from for this work: what is the fu- 
ture of employment locally as nearly as 
it car. be determined now. 


Private charitable organizations faced 


the long-range, "permanent" problems of 
poverty years ago. Public authorities arc 
only beginning to do so. 
If they suc- 


ceed in establishing a ?ane, constructive 
continuing program, future depressions 
will lose some of their evil furcc and may 
be modified and shortened. The economic 
and industrial causes ar.d effects ought to 
be studied in the same way. We are still 
too inclined to tackle individual items as 
if they could be isolated and cured indi- 
vidually. 


AMERICAN FESTIVALS 


The last tedious days of winter are 


made more bearable by 
the plans for 


spring which precede Hs visible arrival. 
The individual gardens begins early with 
his seed catalogs. Communities also be- 
gin with clean-up campaigns for the prac- 
tical side and flower festivals for the 
esthetic. The latter seem to be gaining in 
number and in public interest. 


One of the early festivals of this sort 


is the annual Puyallup Valley Daffodil 
Festival in Washington when the whole 
countryside blooms with cheerful golden 
flowers and the people turn out to enjoy 
them. 
Holland, Michigan, has its tulip 


display even as the land from which its 
settlers came and its name was taken. 
In Door county there is the cherry blos- 
som festival, when 
the orchards from 


whnh come so many cherry pies and 
jars of cherry preserves are in full flower. 


Down through the Shenandoah Valley 


every spring goes a great caravan of mo- 
torists eager to witness the beauty of that 
region's spring flowering. In many parts 
of the country there are other beauties— 
apple and peach orchards, wild areas of 
exquisite laurel and rhododendron, culti- 
vated roses, acres of other loveliness. 


Most of these beautiful features have 


been with us a long time, but it is in 
recent years only that we have paid so 
much attention to them. The automobile, 
the good highway and more leisure have 
created in America both the opportunity 
and the will for such enjoyment. 


MORE INCHES AND POUNDS 


The American college girl continues to 


grow. 
The 1938 girl is taller, heavier, 


broader-shouldered and generally stronger 
than her mother and grandmother. Mea- 
surements recorded through the years at 
many colleges show this. 


There are various reasons for the steady 


development. Exercise and the popularity 
of athletics receive first credit. 
Other 


factors arc better nutrition in infancy, 
less communicable disease, higher stand- 
ards of living, better understanding of 
health needs and hygiene. 


There is no particular value in in- 


creased stature alone. But there is much 
of economic and social value in the chang- 
es which have produced the belter de- 
veloped young people. There is the great- 
er freedom which has made sports and 
athletics possible for girls. There is the 
economic saving through hotter health and 
less illness. 


So far, unfos Innately, there Is little

"So many thousand criminals under twenty years of age. Awful! Almost 
a million children gone wrong. The schools are not doing their duty. The 
schools have failed us." 


I cannot speak about the number of young criminals. I know there are 


too many. One would be too much. But after a lifetime spent in schools 
I declare with all the force that experience has granted me that the 
schools have not failed.

ple day by day that their soldiers 
are heroes who are fighting for 
a just cause. Even if the

papers wanted 
to say something 


else, they would not dare to do 
so. If the editors said 
anything 


very strong against the war, the 
editors would go to prison. 


Even so, some persons in Japan 


have 
spoken 
against 
the war. 


Quite a number of college profes- 
sors and other well known people 
have been arrested, and some have 
been sentenced to jail or prison. 


I noticed one thing of special 


interest in my talks with 
dozens 


of Japanese. I asked quite a num- 
ber about the war, but I cannot 


remember a single one who spoke 
of 
the 
subject 
first. 
If 
they 


thought it was a great and good 
war, why didn't they want to talk 
about it? 


Of those I questioned, two or 


three spoke in favor of the war. 
but the others said little or noth- 
ing about it. Only one was bold. 
"Most of the people in Japan want 
peace," he replied. 


The so-called "boycott" of Jap- 


anese goods has hurt the country 
to some extent. It has not been 
complete, but the nation's trade 
has suffered. 
This 
means 
less 


money with which to carry on the 
war. 


Yet Japan is strong. The sol- 


diers are well trained, and have 
proved themselves skillful in mak- 
ing war. They are brave in bat- 
tle, and willing to die for 
their 


country. 


At the time I write these words. 


it is hard to tell 
when 
the war 


against China will end. As long 
as Japan is able to buy oil from 
American, British and Dutch oil 
companies, it is likely that Ja- 
pan's war power \yill last.

The member of the bird 
club who kept those stands sup- 
plied with food reported to me that 
on a number of occasions the feed 
had been tipped out or the stands 
meddled with in some way. 


1 guessed that children on then- 


way to and from this school must 
have 
been ' responsible 
for this 


.meddling. I called the principal of 
j the school and asked her to explain 
' the purpose of the stands to the 
children and to try to get their 
promise to leave the stands alone in 
the future. Whatever she told her 
pupils, I don't know, but it worked. 
For a few days the boxes remained 
undisturbed and then it was notic- 
ed that extra food, such as bread 
crusts and table scraps, were found 
in them.
